The  program  of  studies  for  students  at  Gretna  High 
School  is  setup  to  meet  the  individual  needs.  Those  plan- 
ning to  attend  college  are  offered  5 units  each  in  science, 
social  studies,  and  English,  6 units  in  mathematics  and  2 
in  French.
